GENEVA, Nov. 30,—Soviet 
Russia took the center of the 
stage as soon as the League 
of Nations preparatory dis­ 
armament commission opened 
here today. 
Maxim Litvinoff, head of 
the soviet delegation, who was 
the first speaker, announced 
that soviet Russia is ready to 
sign a convention for the de­ 
struction of all war materials 
within a year. 
Litvinoff declared that. 
In case 
of the capitalistic governments are 
not ready to abolish 
their 
armies 
within a year, the Soviets propose 
complete disarm ament over a period 
of four years, beginning in 1928 ” 
The Russian program was the most 
drastic and far-reaching ever pro­ 
posed at a disarm am ent parley. 
Eleven Proposals 
The chief points of the Soviets’ pro­ 
posals follow: 
1—Immediate 
universal 
disarm a­ 
ment by land and sea, beginning next 
year. 
2—An 
international 
convention 
pledging the signatory nations to de­ 
stroy all war materials and reduce 
their armies to mere police forces 
over a period of four years, unless the 
powers are willing to disarm at once.

was out first, then Lambiaso got out. 
Di Rauso got out then and was fol­ 
lowed by Elisco. 
Di Rauso and Elisco, according to 
Lambiaso. were telling 
each 
other 
that they were not 
afraid of the 
ether, as they got out of the m a­ 
chine. 
Lambiaso had tried to stop 
the argum ent between the two men 
and Elisco hit him in the eye, knock­ 
ing him down. 
Almost Instantly afterward he heard 
a shot. 
He saw Di Rauso fall and 
Elisco get into his machine and drive 
away. 
Di Rauso was on the side­ 
walk. 
Lambiaso said his eye was 
bloody and while he wanted to help 
Di Rauso, th a t he pulled his coat 
collar up and went home. 
He stated 
that there had been no indication 
while they wrere driving about the city 
of any quarrel between Di Rauso and 
Elisco, who were in the front seat of 
the car. • They 
had 
been 
driving 
about all night. He and Fratturo. he 
said, 
had 
been spending the time 
singing and had paid little attention 
to what was going on in the front 
seat. 
Dominick Fratturo, 811 High street, 
stated th at the four men, including 
himself, had started out about 9:45 
p. m. the Saturday night before the 
shooting. 
They had been 
out 
all 
night, driving about and stopping 
here and there for a drink. He went 
home and to bed after the shooting. 
It was between 7 and 7:30 o’clock 
when they arrived at the scene of 
the shooting. 
They had stopped at the Elisco 
home on Electric street a short time 
before. 
W hen they arrived at South 
Jefferson street, he had asked Elisco 
to stop. He went down the alley and 
did not hear the argum ent of Elisco 
and Di Rauso. 
He heard the shot, 
looked and saw Elisco driving away 
and Di Rauso lying on the sidewalk, 
and he went home. 
He had not noticed th at Elisco and 
Di Rauso were angry and did not see 
Elisco hit ambiaso. 
He had seen Di 
Rauso after he died, he said. 
Detective Logan told of going to 
the New Castle hospital after 4 p. m. 
on November 20 and trying for two 
hours to get Di Rauso to tell some­ 
thing about the shooting. 
Finally, 
after being told by Dr. Popp th at he 
was about to die, Di Rauso had sign­ 
ed a statem ent, which Detective Lo­ 
gan had and read, in which he de­ 
clared th at knowing he was about 
to die. th a t Frank Elisco had shot 
him and th at Sam Lambiaso had a t­ 
tempted to separate them. The state­ 
ment was made and signed in the 
presence of Detective Logan, Lieuten­ 
ant U. G. Harper, County Detective 
William Fleming, Officer M. J. Young, 
Vincent DePascale and after Di Rauso 
had received the last rites of the 
Catholic church. In his opinion. De­ 
tective Logan said. Di Rauso under­ 
stood perfectly what was said and 
don.

President John H. Kirby ot the Na­ 
tional Council of State Legislatures 
declared that only $12,160 was spent 
by his organization to bring “lobby­ 
ists” to W ashington. 1 
The statem ent was immediately a t­ 
tacked by Representative Henry T. 
Rainey ’D> of Illinois, originator of 
the "slush fund” charge, who assert­ 
ed that Kirby was attem pting to de­ 
ceive the public in his report. 
A congressional investigation is ex­ 
pected to result from the controver­ 
sy. 
Rainey announced th at he had 
appealed to Senate members to in­ 
stitute the inquiry. 
Failing to get 
action there, he will introduce a res­ 
olution of investigation in the House. 
Answering "false statem ents” con­ 
cerning the council's gathering here 
November 8 and 9. when scores of 
delegates demanded th at the House 
ways and means committee vote for 
repeal of the “death duties", Kirby 
asserted th a t more than 1.000 con­ 
tributors paid the expenses, mostly in 
sums of $10 each.

Pennsylvania’s highways and cross the 
boundaries of adjoining states, there­ 
by escaping state control, will be 
Drought under federal regulation at 
the earliest possible ¿(ate, according 
to plans of the Bus Division of the 
American Automobile Association. 
The legislative r ommittee of the 
Bus Division is to meet in Washing­ 
ton, December 1, just prior to the 
, < onvening of Congress, 
to 
perfect 
plans for pushing its bill in both ’he 
Mouse and Senate. The Three A Bus 
Division is the national association 
of motor bus opera? ¡rs and practic­ 
ally all operator ^ r f la -go bus fleets 
belong to it either dirowjy or through 
affiliation with state bus associations. 
The bus operators are just as anxious 
for regulation as are the municipali­ 
ties through which they pass. 
Un­ 
der the Constitution of the United 
Bfates the states and cities may exer- 
r cise aU the regular police powers over 
buses operating interstate, such as 
regulating their weight, speed and 
observance of traffic regulations, but 
Congress alone has power over the 
interstate commerce aspect of bus 
traffic. Congress has not yet assum­ 
ed this power nor delegated it to any 
other agency, so until a law is enact­ 
ed in interstate commerce buses can­ 
not be regulated. 
What the bus operators want is the 
same sort of regulation that the In­ 


terstate Commerce Commission exer­ 
cises over the railroads. 
They want 
to eliminate cut-throat competition 
and sub-standard service. They want 
bus routes to be established or aban­ 
doned only upon certificates of pub­ 
lic convenience and necessity, so that 
a bus line giving good service will not 
suffer competition over a route where 
there is business enough for only one. 
They want schedules passed upon by 
some agency so that a competitor will 
not advertise to leave the same points 
five minutes earlier than his rival or 
so that competing buses will not race 
to pass each other on the highways. 
They want fares regulated to give an 
adequate return on the investment 
and to eliminate ruinous price compe­ 
tition. They want inspection of equip­ 
ment and requirement of safety de­ 
vices and they desire that every op­ 
erator be made to show sufficient fin­ 
ancial backing, thereby eliminating 
irresponsible operators. 
The organ­ 
ized motor bus operators, in short, 
w’elcome regulation that wrill put their 
industry on a stable basis and will 
keep out the "fly-by-night” operators 
w’ho start up during rush 
seasons, 
skim off the cream of the traffic, dis­ 
organize schedules and rates of fare, 
use dangerous equipment, lack capi­ 
tal to reimburse passengers in case of 
injury, and then disappear when bus­ 
iness slackens, leaving their patrons 
without service. 
The Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion spent most of the summer of 
1926 holding hearings throughout the 
United States on the subject or reg- j

ulation of motor buses and trucks op­ 
erating interstate as common carriers 
of goods or passengers for hire. The 
Commission plans to issue a report 
and recommendations based on this 
investigation early in December with 
a view to guiding Congress in fram ­ 
ing legislation. 
If this report is de­ 
layed it is probable that Congress 
will wait until it is submitted before 
considering bus legislation of any sort, 
although it w’ill not be bound by the 
I. C. C.'s recommendations 
in

way. 
Officials of the Three A Bus Di­ 
vision attended all the hearings held 


j by the Commission on the subject, 
offered testimony and submitted a 
brief setting forth their views. Near 
the close of the last session of Con- 
! gress the Bus Division drafted a bill 
embodying its ideas of bus regulation 
and it was introduced by Senator 
Watson, chairman of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, and 
by Representative Denison, a mem­ 
ber of the House Committee on In­ 
terstate and Foreign Commerce. The 
bill does not include trucks since the 
A. A. A. does not represent truck op­ 
erators and since the trucking in- 
| dustry is in a different status from 
the bus industry and does not con- 
| sider itself ready for regulation. 
The Three A bill has the endorse- ; 
ment of the American Railw’ay As­ 
sociation, the National Association of 
Railroad and Utility Commissioners, 
the American Electric Railway Asso­ 
ciation, and others interested in bus | 
operation. Under its provisions Con­ 
gress would delegate control of inter­ 
state bus lines to the states through 
w’hich they pass. In case the utility 
commissioners 
of 
adjoining 
states 
failed to agree on a cburse of action 
or in case some operator or some pas­ 
senger refused to abide by the deci- 
sion of a state commission, appeal 
could be taken to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. The A. A. A. op- 1 
posed concentration of all bus régula- : 
tion in the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission because that body is already 
overworked with the railroad regula­ 
tion incumbent upon it and because ] 
bus lines, although 
crossing

boundaries, are usually local problems, 
better solved by officials familiar with j

County Land Tax

HARRISBURG Nov. 30- Checks to­ 
taling $56.542.50 have been mailed by 
the State Department of Forest and 
Waters to pay taxes on state forest 
land in the various counties it w’as 
announced today. 
Under acts of assembly the rate on 
forest land is fixed at tw*o cents an 
acre for 
road 
purposes, 
two for 
schools and one cent county tax. 
The largest check, $7,939, went to 
Potter county where the state has its 
most extensive 
holdings although 
Clinton received 
$7,217 or nearly as 
much. The smallest amount 55 cents 
went to Luzerne county, where the 
state has but eleven ceres.

Secret Jap Treaty 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
30.—Presi­ 
dent Calles of Mexico proposed a se­ 
cret treaty to Japan last year pro­ 
viding for'unlimited Japanese coloni­ 
zation in Mexico, with the under­ 
standing that these colonists would 
be available for military use in the 
event of war with the United States, 
the Washington Herald asserted to­ 
day.

The Herald published the fac simile 
of a draft-mcmorandtun which it as- 


serts Calles sent to Tokio proposing 
the treaty. 
The principal provisions 
were that Japan was to have the right 
of unrestricted immigration to Mex­ 
ico. that the immigrants should “have 
some military training” and “that in 
the unfortunate case of a foreign war 
»Mexico) may demand from them co­ 
operation in the struggle.” 
The memorandum set forth that 
Mexico had already negotiated a se­ 
cret treaty with the liberal revolu­ 
tionists of Nicaragua, granting Mexico ; 
colonization rights in territory con­ 
tiguous to the proposed new Nica­ 
raguan canal, and that some of the 
Japanese colonists might be diverted 
to Nicaragua.
